Lieutenant Fred Beddington of Coleman 
was honored at a retirement party in the Band 
room of the RCEME (M) in Blairmore on Sat¬ 
urday night when over fifty guests and mem¬ 
bers of the unit gatherd at a banquet supper 
prepared by unit caretaker Simon McDonald. 


This venture, according to Sin¬ 
clair’s Assistant and District Su¬ 
perintendent Phil Dozier, is part 
of an extensive exploration pro¬ 
gram which the company has un¬ 
dertaken in the Crows Nest Pass 
area. Even though this particular 
well is located between two “dry 
holes”, the company is optimistic 
of its chances of discovering large 
gas reserves which are thought 
to be in this district. 

Besides the program in the Pass 
there are a number of other de¬ 
velopments which the company, 
being one of the largest companies 
in the world, has underway in 
Western Canada. 

In the Coleman area ,a conserva¬ 
tive estimate of the monthly pay¬ 
roll, of which a large part goes to 
local businessmen, comes to ap¬ 
proximately $16,000 per month. 

Part of this is earned by local 
people who have found employ¬ 
ment with the drilling company, 
while the remainder of the per¬ 
sonnel are those who have moved 
into the Pass. 

The actual drilling, which is be¬ 
ing done by the world’s largest 
drilling contractor, Loffland Bros., 
was begun in late July. • ad it is 
estimated will continue until mid¬ 
winter. By this time the company 
hopes to have the tentatively 
scheduled 12,000 foot well com¬ 
pleted. From all reports it is in¬ 
dicated that even if the Racehorse 
proves non-producing, there are 
enough factors to warrant drill¬ 
ing of additional wildcat wells in 
the Sinclair-controlled acreage. 

The acreage that Sinclair has 
under license in the Pass area ex¬ 
tends well over 30 miles on north- 
south direction alone and it would 
appear that the Coleman area can 
look forward to a long period of 
profitable association with Sinclair 
Oil Company. 


The method of drilling the well 
is an interesting item as rather 
than using the regular mud drill¬ 
ing process, the drilling is being 
done by means of compressed air. 
This method allows for faster pen¬ 
etration and will only be halted 
if large quantities of water are 
encountered. Another feature of 
more than usual interest is the 
particular importance of the Unit¬ 
ed Directional Drilling Ltd., drill¬ 
ing operator. This expert sees to 
it that the well is drilled precisely 
vertical as a deviation in drilling 
could run the hole into British Co¬ 
lumbia as drilling is being done 
only a few hundred yards away 
from the Alberta - British Colum¬ 
bia boundary.

Provinces Accept 
Mun. Winter Works 
Incentive Program 

The Hon. Michael Star, Minister 
of Labor, today announced that all 
provinces have accepted the gov¬ 
ernment’s offer to continue the 
Municipal Winter Works Incentive 
Program during the coming win¬ 
ter on substantially the same bas¬ 
is as last year. 

Many municipalities are already 
planning projects to be carried on 
during the winter under the pro¬ 
gram, the Minister said, and he 
expected many more municipali¬ 
ties will be making plans to part¬ 
icipate in the near future. 

This will be the fifth consecutive 
winter for the program, which will 
be in effect for six and one-half 
months from October 15, 1962, to 
April 30, 1963. 

Under the program, the federal 
government offers to pay one-half 
the direct payroll cost of a munici¬ 
pality, or its contractors or sub¬ 
contractors, on approved projects 
during the period of the program. 
Many of the provinces add further 
incentives of their own. The pro¬ 
gram has been broadened from 
year to year until it now includes 
most kinds of municipal capital 
undertakings. 

It is required that the bulk of 
those employed on projects car¬ 
ried out under the program be 
unemployed persons, or persons, 
who would have been unemployed 
in the absence of the program. 

This year one of the conditions 
of the program is that Canadian 
materials to be used wherever pos¬ 
sible to ensure that the program 
creates the maximum of employ¬ 
ment in Canada. 

Under last winter’s program, a 
total of 8269 projects had been ac¬ 
cepted from 2747 municipalities— 
including Indian Bands and unor¬ 
ganized settlements. 

The program provided on-site 
jobs for an estimated 148,000 men, 
for a total of more than 5,800,000 
man-days of work. At least as 
many more it is estimated secur¬ 
ed off-site employment during the 
winter months as a result of the 
program.

Britain and the Common Market 

Some Canadians seem intent on pushing 
Britain into the Common Market regardless 
of the terms of entry and the resulting short¬ 
term damage to Canadian agricultural inte¬ 
rests. 

Perhaps Britain should be a member. 
There are many good reasons for member¬ 
ship. However, it should be accomplished un¬ 
der the best possible terms, and this will not 
happen if it appears that Commonwealth 
members are pushing the British into it. 

Europeans are tough, hard - headed bar¬ 
gainers. They want to protect their own agri¬ 
cultural and industrial communities to the 
hilt. If Canadians appear so eager for British 
entry that they will accept any restrictions 
willingly, then those restrictions will remain 
and Canada will suffer severely. 

In many respects, such bargaining is like 
a poker game. Europeans play such a game 
with consummate skill They give every in¬ 
dication that they couldn't care less whether 
Britain comes in or not; but the fact is, they 
are keenly interested in having British mem¬ 
bership. They are simply too smart to show 
it. Instead, they make the British leader work 
hard for membership. 

They may be less demanding when it is 
made apparent to them that not everyone in 
Britain or in the Commonwealth is so eager 
for membership that old and cherished ar¬ 
rangements will be scrapped without com¬ 
plaint. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker is fully aware 
of Britain's strong desire to enter ECM, and 
he is not deliberately balking. He is, on the 
other hand, strengthening the voice of the 
British Prime Minister when he bargains in 
Brussels for better membership terms. And he 
is attempting to salvage for Canadian farm¬ 
ers and industrial workers something of the 
markets that ¥\ave been traditionally theirs. 

He has done a good job. He has done so 
well that those who are less imbued with the 
welfare of the people have attacked him bit¬ 
terly and unfairly. He knew that such abuse 
would be his lot if he stood fast for Canada's 
welfare. The fact that he was willing to ac¬ 
cept such abuse at a time in his political 
career when he needs praise very badly indi¬ 
cates his strength of character. He could have 
made a big fellow of himself in London quite 
easily-by sacrificing the interests of the 
Canadian people. He chose the hard way and, 

I think, the better way.

present equipment. 

Sometimes minor adjustments or 
[replacements will serve to restore 
the heating or the system of heat 
- distribution to its original state of 
r fefficiency and performance. 

, On the other hand if the whoie 
system is very old it may require 
replacement with something more 
adequate for today’s needs. 

'll Don’t forget it is a fact that the 
majority of us nowadays prefer 
to wear fewer and lighter weight 
items of clothing and we are not 
content to huddle in the “worm- 
est” room on cold nights, as were 
our grandparents.

Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 7-13 
Observance In Alberta 

If you or your neighbour are not asked to 
do your duty on Fire Prevention Week, the Al¬ 
berta Fire Commissioner will feel that the 
nationally proclaimed fire safety week has 
failed in its objective. "It is my humble opin¬ 
ion," says the Fire Commissioner, "that Fire 
Prevention Week is an international sign-post 
pointing the way to life safety and property 
safety from the ravages of fire." 

The Fire Commissioner's staff are all 
working in support of a full week of fire pre¬ 
vention activity. They acquire all possible in¬ 
formation about the latest Government, In¬ 
dustry and Municipal projects and they assist 
all agencies in the conduct of a thorough fire 
prevention week program. 

There is good reason for review once every 
year, of the devastation caused by unfriendly 
fire. In Canada 5,522 lives were lost in the last 
ten years, and in Alberta 422 lives were lost 
from fire in the same period. A high monetary 
loss continues year by year which must be re¬ 
cognized as serious waste and drain upon the 
energy and resources of the nation. Cana¬ 
dians in every business and vocation are af¬ 
fected in some vital way and similarly every 
adult and youth can appreciate the need for 
greater individual knowledge skill and care to 
effect means for prevention of fires. 

It is natural that citizens look to the fire 
departments for leadership in the conduct of 
Fire Prevention Week programs. I commend 
this because the knowledge and the skill of 
our fire department officers are a powerful 
force in the public information progam. It 
would be a mistake however to consider Fire 
Prevention Week in any way exclusive to fire 
departments only. Every community organi¬ 
zation and every individual owes a personal 
debt to active observance of the week. There 
will be opportunity for all to invest in a one- 
year fire-free protection plan. Fire Prevention 
Week should and can generate a strong feel¬ 
ing about the importance of fire safety. 

What are your feelings about it? 

Do you know what you can do about it? If 
so be assured that your thought and action 
contribution will be appreciated. 

Be Consistent About Fire 
Prevention... 

One time we had a fire inspector who work¬ 
ed all the towns and villages from the back 
entrances. The stores, cafes, garages and of¬ 
fices all looked presentable from the front but 
often the back view showed the true charac¬ 
ter of the proprietor. Boys have been known 
to have shiny faces but still slightly dark on 
the back of the geek and behind the ears. It 
takes time to be thorough and its human to 
hope we can get away with something. How 
simple it would be to stop fire waste if only we 
were all consistent. We all believe in improve¬ 
ment, we all believe in gain. We all aim to do 
things that will improve our position but con¬ 
sider the variety of diversions that people em¬ 
ploy that eventually drives them in the oppo¬ 
site direction to fire safety. 

Take the retail proprietor, for instance, 
whose back yard and store warehouse was 
found by our "back entrance fire inspector" 
filled with empty cartons, paper and litter. He 
was the busy type, rushing from one thing to 
another. He would complain that he could not 
get competent help. He got a fire prevention 
order. 

Next, our inspector finds a very ardent 
clean-up man. He gets rid of his rubbish at 
once - no accumulation in his yard or build¬ 
ings; but he burns it all in a rusty old barrel on 
the back of his lot. Sparks from this open fire 
create a hazard to the whole block. 

Our inspector often finds the "do-it-your¬ 
self artist" busy modifying the electric wiring 
and services. Extension cords over nails, bulbs 
dangerously close to paper and cloth. These 
conditions plus oversize fuses are an open in¬ 
vitation to fire loss. Again we issued an order, 


but in addition we report our findings to the 
electrical inspection branch of government. 

Not all the fire hazards are in the back of 
commercial promises, but we, the Fire Com¬ 
missioner's Inspectors, look for evidence of un¬ 
safe smoking habits, dangerous handling of 
naphtha gasoline, solvents, paints, matches, 
and a great variety of volatile or highly flam¬ 
mable materials. In garages we find spray 
painting without the protection of a spray- 
booth of a fire resistive room properly vent¬ 
ilated. 

One of the most dangerous hazards to the 
workmen and serious risk to property as well, 
is the repair of autojmobile gas tanks and the 
draining of gasoline or leaving open contain¬ 
ers or pans of gasoline in a garage. 

Here the whole operation is at the mercy 
and discretion of each workman. Does he ap¬ 
preciate the danger? Is he indifferent or reck¬ 
less as to his own safety and to the safety of 
others? 




For the sake of your children, for 
your own sake, think about fires 
wherever you are.

Touring 

Southern Alberta 

(By George H. Meyer, Associate 
Editor, The Camrose Canadian) 

Ken Liddell, well known colum¬ 
nist of The Calgary Herald, once 
referred to Southern Alberta as the 
“Roamin’ Empire”, and members 
of the Tourist Association in that 
part of the province liked the name 
so well that they have adopted it 
and use it in promoting tourism in 
their area. 

There are few who know this 
part of the province any better 
than Mr, Liddell, for he travels 
some part of it every week in 
search of unusual stories for his 
tri-weekly column. And so, it seem¬ 
ed only natural that, in arrang¬ 
ing a tour of Southern and Cent¬ 
ral Alberta for five newspaper 
writers from widely - scattered 
points, George LesStrange, man¬ 
ager of the Alberta Tourist Associ¬ 
ation, should choose Mr. Liddell to 
act as his chief assistant and 
guide. 

The tour assembled in Medicine 
Hat on Saturday, September 8th, 
and during the following week we 
visited Elkwater Lake in the Cyp¬ 
ress Hills Provincial Park, Brooks 
and the Dinosaur Provincial Park 
at Steveville, Drumheller with its 
Badlands, Lacombe, Red Deer. 
Sylvan Lake, Rocky Mountain 
House, Ricinus, Calgary, Banff, 
Fort Macleod, the Frank Slide, 
Waterton Lakes, Cardston and 
Lethbridge. 

Guests on the tour were Mr. 
Liddell, Bill Powers of The Ed¬ 
monton Journal, Caroline Gunnar- 
son of The Winnipeg Free Press 
Prairie Farmer Weekly, Keith 
Dryden of the Saskatoon Western 
Producer, Clyde Reichelt of the 
Great Falls (Mont.) Tribune, and 
I represented members of the Al¬ 
berta Weekly Newspaperse Assn. 

The first event of the tour was 
sight-seeing in Medicine Hat, the 
city which has been called (among 
other things) “The city with all 
hell for a basement” (Rudyard 
Kipling) and “Canada’s Prairie 
Pittsburg” (John Fisher). The city 
boasts no less than ten playgrounds 
for kiddies, with all the equipment 
for them being produced locally 
by Scott Manufacturing, under the 
trade name “Blue Imp". 

The city is best known to tour¬ 
ists, perhaps, because of its green 
houses and its glass and pottery 
plants. There are 16 green houses, 
one of these the second largest in 
Canada. A total of 23 acres of 
plants of all kinds can be seen 
growing under glass, and products 
are supplied to markets stretching 
from Fort William to the West 
Coast. Needless to say, hailstorms 
can cause serious problems for 
the greenhouse owners, and we are 
informed that only one insurance 
company, Lloyds of London, con¬ 


siders the glass growing sheds in¬ 
surable. The growing season at 
Medicine Hat averages 170 days, 
with an abundance of sunshine, 
and this is the reason for its many 
greenhouses. 

Although there are two glass¬ 
making plants, a ceramic tpe 
factory and the Hycroft china fact¬ 
ory in the Medicine Hat area, our 
party visited only the Alta Glass 
Plant, where ornamental glass¬ 
ware is produced by imported 
glass-blowers. We saw silica sand, 
imported from Minnesota, placed 
in huge furnaces, heated to 2300 
degrees Fahrenheit, mixed with 
other chemicals such as potash 
and soda ash, and removed in the 
molten form on long blowpipes. It 
is then blown and formed into 
such products as vases, flower 
bowls, paper weights and ash trays 
and sold at reasonable prices all 
over Canada. 

The Alta Glass Plant is open to 
visitors for tours at certain hours 
each day, as is the Goodyear Rub¬ 
ber Plant just west of the city, 
which was also included in the 
tour. 

At the Goodyear plant we were, 
delighted to see raw rubber from 
British Malaya, mixed with syn¬ 
thetic rubber to improve its wear¬ 
ing quality, changed into uncured 
tread rubber for retreads, and fin¬ 
ished tires for all kinds of motor 
vehicles. We were surprised to 
learn that the raw rubber is not 
heated, but rather, as it is mixed 
in large vats, it must be cooled by- 
water. The rubber mixture, we 
were told, never melts, but rather 
“plasticizes”. It is heated only 
when it is being formed into tires, 
or, in the case of the retread ma¬ 
terial, when it is being applied to 
an old casing. One hundred and 
sixteen men are employed at the 
plant. 

A brief visit to the tourist hut 
in Medicine Hat revealed that over 
17,680 tourists pulled off the Trans- 
Canada Highway to seek informa¬ 
tion on the city and the province 
during the past season. United 
States visitors numbered 6106. 

The rest of the afternoon was 
taken up in a drive to Cypress 
Hills Provincial Park, about 50 
miles south of Medicine Hat. In 
the park is Elkwater Lake which 
was visited by over 8,000 tourists 
last year, most of them residents 
of the Gas City, who spend their 
week-ends at the lake in tents and 
cottages. 

At the time of our visit the hills 
were covered with snow due to a 
recent storm, but this is under¬ 
standable when one realizes that 
this is the highest level of land 
between the Rockies andj|tie At¬ 
lantic Coast. In these hills can fe 
found 40 different species of in¬ 
sects and plants which are not 
normally seen north of the Rio 
Grande River in southern U.S.A, 
Geologists believe that the huge 
glacier which covered this con¬ 


tinent millions of years ago some¬ 
how missed the Cypress Hills leav¬ 
ing plants and insects resembling, 
at times, those from the pre-his- 
toric era, now found as fossils. 

Elkwater Lake covers about 160 
acres, and in spite of a few dry 
years, is still known as a fisher¬ 
man’s paradise. It is stocked 
mainly with pike, although there 
are some pickerel as well. 

Upon our return to Medicine Hat 
where we spent the night, we were 
guests at a reception and banquet 
of the Medicine Hat Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The next article in this series 
will deal with our visit to the Din¬ 
osaur Provincial Park at Steveville 
(near Patricia), Brooks, and the 
Drumheller Badlands.
